Texas, February 21.—In 
of the most destructive fire 
in the history of Houston, smoulder- 
ing wreckage tonight covers an area 
@bout one and a half miles in length 
and varying in width from 200 yards 
to half a mile in the northeastern sec- 
tion of the city. More than a dozen 
of the city’s most important industria] 
enterprises are in ruins, 200 or more 
dwelling houses and store buildings 
are in ashes and approximately 1,000 
persons homeless. An accurate 
Statement of the monetary loss is not 
possible, but the most conserva- 
tive estimates are that the amount 
will reach at least $7,000,000. The in- 
surance carried will not exceed 40 per 
Iexcept for a few who suffered 
minor burns and bruises, no casualties 
attended the fire. 

Flames Spread Rapidly. 

Breaking forth without warning in 
wntenanted rooming house known 
locafly as the “Mad House,” shortly 
after 1 o'clock this morning, and at 
time when a fierce gale was sweep- 
from the northwest, the flames 
made remarkable headway. Leaping 
from its place of the flames 
pounced upon adjoining structures, 
from them careened toward the south- 
east, generally making clean and des- 
elate its route, but occasionally, in 
se@ming sport, sparing a structure, 
gumetimes a mere shanty, and again a 
place of pretension.

The Industrial Plants Destroyed. 

The industrial plants destroyed in- 
clude three cotton compresses, togeth- 
er with 55,000 bales of cotton; a syrup 
factory, a pencil factory, two rice 
mills, a cotton pickery and three lum- 
ber yards. The compresses and cotton 
alone were valued in excess of $5,000,- 
000. Another building destroyed was 
St. Patrick’s Catholic church and acad- 
emy, and in computing the total loss, 
besides the value of the dwelling houses 
and store buildings, damage to proper-

Colonel Roosevelt said in part: 

“TI hold it to be the duty of every 


in public or in private life. holds 
position of leadership in thought or 
action, to endeavor honestly and fear- 
lessly to guide his vellow-countrymen 
to right decisions; but I emphatically 
dissent from the view that it is either 
Wise or necessary to try to devise 
methods which under the constitution 
will, automatically prevent the people 
from deciding for themselves what 
governmental action they deem just 
and proper. 

“It is impossible te Invent constitu- 
tional devices which will prevent the 
popular will from being effective for 
wrong without also preventing it from 
being effective for right. The only safe 
course to follow in this great American 
democracy is to provide for making 
the popular judgment really effective. 
But it is a false constitutionalism, a 
false statesmanship, to endeavor by the 
exercise of a perverted ingenuity to 
seem to give the people full power 
at the same time to trick them 
out of it. 

“Yet this is precisely what is done in 
every case where the state permits its 
representatives, whether on the bench 
or in the legislature or in executive 
office, to declare that it has not the 
power to right grave social wrongs, or 
that any of the officers created by the 
people, and rightfully the servants of 
the people, can set themselves up to 
be the masters of the people. Constitu- 
tion makers should make it clear. be- 
yond shadow of doubt. that the people 
in their legislative capacity have the 
power to enact into law any measure 
they deem necessary for the better- 
mens of social and industrial condi- 
1Oons, 


' The Real Progressive. 


“IT hold that he is the real progres- 
sive, that he is the genuine champion 
of the people, who endeavors to shape 
the policy alike of the nation and of 
the several states so as to encourage 
legitimate and honest business at the 
same time that he wars against all 
crookedness and injustice and unfair- 
nessandtyranny inthe business world. 
This is the reason why I havé for so 
many years insisted as regards. our 
national government, that it is both 
futile and mischievous to endeavor to 
correct the evils of big business by an 
attempt to restore business conditions 
as they were in the middle of the last 
century before railways and telegraphs 
had rendered larger buSiness organiza- 
tions both inevitable and desirable.

Should be. Now for the machinery by 
which these endse*are to be achieved.

in outline and do not for a moment 
pretend to work out in detail the meth- 
Ods ofsachieving your purposes, 

“In the first place, I believe in the 
Short ballot. You cannot get good serv- 
ice from the public servant if you can- 
not see him, and there is no more ef- 
fective way of hiding him than by 
mixing him up with a multitude of 
Others so that they are none of them 
important enough to catch the eye of 
the average, workaday citizen. The 
crook in publHec life is not ordinarily 
the man whom the people themselves 
elect directly to a highly important 
and responsible position.

People Must Retain Power. 


“The people have nothing whatever 
to fear from giving any public servant 
power so long as they retain their 
Own power ‘to hold him accountable for 
his use of power they have delegated 
to him, You will get best service where 
you elect only a few men, and where 
each man has his definite duties and 
responsibilities, and is obliged to work 
in the open, so that the people know 
who he is and what he is doing, and 
have the information that will enable 
them to hold him to account for his 
stewardship.

“If the courts have the final say- 
so on all legislative acts, and if noj{ 
appeal can lie from them to the peo- 
ple, then they are the ‘irresponsible 
masters of the people. In other words, 
these who take this position hold that 
the people have enough intelligence 
to frame and adopt a _ constitution, | 
but not enough intelligence to apply 
and interpret the constitution which 
they have themselves made. 

People Must Rule Courts. 

“Now the power to interpret is the 
power to establish, and if sthe peopie | 
are to be allowed finally to interpret 
the fundamental law, ours is not a 
popular government. ae | 

“A typical case was the decision | 
rendered but a few ‘months ago by 
the court of appeals of my own state, | 
the state of New York, declaring un-, 
constitutional. the workmen's compen: | 
sation act. The judges admitted that 
other civilized nations had abolished 
those wrongs and practices. But they 
took the ground that the constitution | 
of the United States, instead of be-. 
ing an instrument to secure justice, 
had been ingeniously devised abso- 
lutely to prevent justice. They in- 
sisted that the constitution had per- | 
manently cursed our people with im-| 
potence to right wrong, and had per-: 
petuated a cruel iniquity. 

“No anarchist orator, raving against 
the constitution, ever framed an in- 
dictment. of it so severe as these 
worthy and well-meaning judges 
must be held to have framed if their | 
reasoning be accepted as true. In | 
its essence it was reversed by the 
decision of stute courts in states like 
Washington and [owa, and by the 
supreme court of the nation in a case 
but a few weeks old. 

“T know of no popular 
state of the union more 
its defiance of right and justice, more 
short-sighted in its inability to face 
change in needs of our civiliza- 
than this decision by the high- 
est court of the state of New York. 
Many of the judges of ‘gaat court I 
knew personally, and for them [ have 
a profound regard. Even for as fla- 
grant a decision as this I would not 
vote for their recall; for I have no 
doubt the decision was rendered in 
accordance with their ideas of duty. 
But most emphatically I do wish that 
the people should have the right to 
recall the decision itself, and author- 
itatively to stamp with disapproval 
what cannot but seem to the ordi-

IN THE TARIFF HEARING' 


F Washington, February 21.—The Gary 
dinners at which steel prices are al- 
leged to have been fixed according 
to frequent testimony before congres- 
sional committees, figured today in the 
senate finance committee hearings on 
the’ house steel tariff revision bill.

King sai@ that so far as he knew prices 
were never discussed there. 

The witness said his company or any 
Other with sufficient capital could low- 
er steel and iron prices when market 
conditions permitted. He contended 
that the U. S. Steel Corporation did not 
actually dominate the steel industry 
and said that 52 per cent of iron and 
steel is produced by independent manu- 
facturers.

“At a fire Monday night this 
heavy machine went through thick 
mud and put out a blaze in the fourth 
ward, then easily pulled out of the 
mud and up a heavy grade to its en- 
gine house, while several light trucks 
which were there mired and caused us 
to use teams from. other wagons in 
aiding their own teams in pulling out 

“Auto equipment is infinitely better 
than the old plan of using horses, and 
Atlanta has had one auto engine for 
exactly one year. Tonight I leave for 
Savannah, where the entire fire de- 
partment uses auto equipment only. 
and upon my return will make a re- 
port to the board of firemasters, which 
will result in several changes. 

“Just now the city is handicapped 
financially, and this fact will have tv 
be taken into consideration when the 
new equipment is settled upon, My 
plan, subject to the approval of the 
board, is to first install auto equip- 
ment costing about $70,000, and to later 
obviate the old horse trucks entirely. 

“To do away with horses in the At- 
lanta fire department would save the 
city about $25,000 a year.

Boston, February 21.—A especial ap- 
propriation of $5,000,000 to be expend- 
ed in the construction of new state 
highways will be voted by the Massa- 
chusetts legislature if the recommen- 
dation of Governor Foss is adopted. In 
the governors Message on the sub- 
ject after stating that the cost of 
, maintaining state highways and park- 
ways amounting to nearly-+a million 
dollars a year is largely due to the 
use of automobiles, he urges that a 
revised schedule of motor ear fees be 
ccnsidered at once at an average of 
rot less than 80 cents nor more than 
a doliar per horse power and that the 


4 fees be. utilized in full to meet the 


expense Of maintaining highways. 
The present fees assessed on auto- 
mcbile owners are at an average rate 
or approximately 30 cents per horse 
pewer. The 40,000 automobiles in this 
state agregate about 1,000,000 horse 


‘power.

Physicians Testify About Mrs.

Fort Worth, Texas, February 21.—

Hospital 
for the Insane, declared the Woman at 
the time she was admitted to a Fort 
Worth sanitarium tast fall showed 
Symptoms of “moral insanity.’ 

Dr. R. O. Braswell, formerly a mem- 
ber of the state board of medical ex- 
aminers, asserted in terms equally pos- 
itive that Mrs. Sneed was in no man- 
ner insane, but, on the other hand, was 
an unusually bright woman. Dr. Bras- 
well also declared that there is no suck 
thing as “moral insanity.” 

“Moral insanity” was described by 
Dr. Gregory as “an abhorrance or dis- 
like for those hitherto near and dear 
and a liking for someone else.”

In view of this latest,chapter, it is apparent that the main 
duty now incumbent upon members of the committee and council— 
sworn custodians of Atlanta’s welfare—is to ratify an overwhelm- 
ing public sentiment for a probe that shall readjust the charges for 
all, and not simply a part, of the service rendered by the corpora- 
tion. With the opportunity now presented to settle the whole mat- 


ter at one time, there is little danger that council will oppose this 
final and sensible solution of the problem.

Nashville, Tenn., February 21.—Call- 
ing on friends of prohibition to stand 
tonight and fight for a legislature that 
will take no backward step in liquor 
legislation, but will make provision for 
efficient enforcement Of present laws, 
the Tennessee state executive commit- 
tee on law.enforcement, appointed at 
the Thanksgiving day prohibition con. 
ference, issued an address today. 

The committee predicts that the op- 
position will set to music for the com- 
ing campaign the proposition of “sub- 
mission to the voters,” as regards the 
liquor question until they get control 
of the government and election ma- 
chinery, when the question will cease 
to be a live issue.

BY THE POSTAL SAVINGS BANK 


The postal savings bank will be 
opened at the Atlanta postoffice Fri- 
day morning. 

Deposits will be accepted at the last 
window on the Walton street side of 
the federal building, next to the money 
order department. B. W. Farrar, one 
of the present money order clerks, 
will be on duty at the depository win- 
dow to receive the first deposit and to 
issue the first certificate. 

The certificates to be issued by Mr. 
Farrar have reached the Atlanta 
office. They range from $1 in value 
up to $50, while there is a larger cer- 
tificate still—a certificate for $100, 
but none of the large denomination has 
yet materialized in Atlanta. 

It requires $1 to.open an account 
with ‘the postal savings system, but 
as little as one dime at a time can be 


than the dollar the prospective de- 
pesitor is required to pay 10 cents 
for a card. Then the owner can spend 
another 10 cents for a stamp, which 
he must paste on his card. When He 


Shall ‘have bought nine stamps, as 
will be shown by the card, he presents 
that at’ the savings department and 
receives in exchange a-certificate for 
$1. That certificate opens his ac- 
count. Nothing less than $1 will be 
received as a deposit’ or to open an 
account. A depositor can hand in as 
much as he likes up to $500, the limit, 
and receive a certificate for the full 
amount. 

If the money remains on deposit 2 
full year it will draw interest at a 2 
per cent rate, but if it is withdrawn 
before the year expires the depositor 
will get no interest. When the de- 
pesit account reaches the maximum 
amount it cannot. be augmented, but 
must either remain at that figure, be 
withdrawn or converted into a United 
States bond before the same depositor 
can continue to use the postal sav- 
ings system. 

The first postal savings bank in 
Georgia was. set up in Brunswick 
something over six months ago. Now 
there are approximately 150 in the 
State and all. of them are being well 
patronized.

STORY IN THE CONSTITUTION

He con- 
tinued he was going to reverse that 
plan and would take his text from the 
morning’s issue of The Constitution, 
which he read as follows: “There were 
more homicides in America last year 
than in all the eivilized Christlan na- 
tions of the world. There were twice 
as many homicides in the Flint Circuit 
last vear as there were in London;” 
from the charge of Judge Robert T. 
Daniel to the grand jury of Butts 
county on Monday. 

On the basis of this statement, Dr. 
Wilmer proceeded to ask: “What is 
the matter with America. America is 
the worst civilized country on earth. 
Judge Danicl spoke particularly of the 
whiskey and the pistol toting habit. 
But there is something wrong with the 
man himself. The matter with this 
cotintry is sin. But, of course that 
takés particular forms and with us it 
is more and more taking the form of 
want of realization that the state is 
Divine and that the righteousness of 
God is the only lasting basis of the 
state. 

“In these United States of America, 
the people. have been flattered about 
their sovereignty until they have ap- 
parently come to believe that they 
have an absaqjute and unqualified right 
to do as they please. For a people 
who think that, their doom is sealed, 
unless they repent.

Albany, N. Y., February 21.—The 
federal grand jury today returned in- 
dictments against the Delaware and 
Hudson Company charging violations 
of the commodity clause of the inter- 
State commerce law.

J. Birt, the prisoner awaiting trial 
for burglary in the Tower, who tried 
to hang himself Monday afternoon, yes- 
terday turned on the only man in the 
prison who He has allowed to ap- 
proach him since his confinement, and 
fought desperately before he was in- 
timidated with an old mop and forced 
into a small bathroom. 

The fight started when Dr. Sam 
Green, a county physician, went with 
J. S&S Bates, Birt’s only companion in 
the Tower, to examine him for traces 
of real insanity. Several prisoners fol- 
lowed them to the grating and group- 
ed themselves around the cage. 

Birt was pacing restlessly inside. As 

Bates opened the door he assumed a 
crouching position, remembered from 
the days when he was a prize fighter, 
and commenced sparring vigorously. 
_ “Come on now, Birt, I want to talk 
to you, that’s all right old fellow,” 
gaid Bates soothingly, at the same 
time nimbly Keeping out of the way 
of Birt's long reach. 

Suddenly the madman rushed at his 
friend, who had to flee without more 
talk. Picking up a mop, leaning in 
one corner, he turned to defend him- 
self and waved it in front of him. 
Birt backed off and was forced into 
a bathroom. Later he was coaxed into 
the cell again. 

After some talking Bates quieted the 
prisoner, and Dr. Green went inside, 
The other prisoners were ordered away. 
Dr. Green said after examination to 
some of the aitendants in the Tower 
that the man’s mind was undoubtedly 
affected, but that work in the open 
air would probably restore it to its 
normal condition. 


FREE FOURTEEN YEARS 
HE RETURNS TO TOWER 


Released fourteen years ago from 
the Tower, where he had spent three 
solid years in contempt of court, Berry | 
Wright, a negro, returned there yes- 
terday when bound over with his 
brother Sam, for. receiving stolen’ 
property. The two Wrights, however, 
made a record flight in getting away, 
and stayed in the prison only a few. 
minutes until they made bond. 

Berry Wright was remembere@ by 
Engineer Howard, who was connected 
with the jail at the time of Wright's: 
imprisonment, as the promoter of a 
wild scheme of emigration among the 
negroes whereby they were all to re-| 
turn to Africa and live without work, 
eating the fruits of the land and 
wearing the costumes prescribed by a 
tropical climate. Wright was said to 
have collected some thousands of dol- 
lars before he was haled into court, 

During the course of the trial he 
was ordered to refund all the money 
he had collected and to make careful 
accounting of it to the court. Refus- 
ing to do this he was sent to jail, and | 
here he stayed for three years, the 
contempt order still being in effect, | 
until finally, it is said, he was released 

a habeas corpus proceeding.

PAROLE PLAYS 
NO FAVORITES 
Many Laws Violated ‘by Men 


Profiting by New 
System. 


_ The federal parole system has had 
a wonderful effect upon prison life 
and upon the prisoners themselves, 
both before and aafter they are fre- 
leased. 

At a recent meeting of the parole 
board at the Atlanta prison more than 
twenty men were recommended for 
parole and already seventeen of these 
have been released. Up to the present 
date 137 men have been freed on pa- 
roll and their conduct has been excel- 
lent, reports of good behavior coming 
from the neighbors of every man 
reporting to the warden. 

One of the paroled men ecently made 
the statement that few of the prison- 
ers save those sentenced for violation 
of revenue laws, received paroles. It 
is said in answer to this that men sen- 
tenced for violation of the revenue 
laws are’ not moral but merely legal 
oriminals and in the majority of cases 
prove ideal prisoners, »

men now under parole from the federal 
prison at Atlanta were convicted was 
given The Constitution Wednesday by 
Warden Moyer:

porations whose tracks the flames 
crossed, must be taken into account. 

Quick action was taken for the re- 
lief of those rendered homeless, and 
nightfall found the victims at least 
with their tmmediate needs cared for. 

The destroyed area is what is known 
as the fifth ward, for the most part. 
The Houston ship channel divides the 
city) running east and west, and it 
was not until. the conflagration had 
reached its banks that the slightest 
headway could be made toward check- 
ing it. Except for an occasional dip 
across the stream the line of destruc- 
tion ended here. 

Many Thrilling Escapes, 

Although no lives were lost, there 
were many narrow and thrilling es- 
capes. The wife of Charles A. Favor, 
Jr., risked her life to save that of her 
infant son, aged 7 months. The baby 
was suffering from cerebro-spinal 
meningitis. The Favor. home stood 
directly in the path of the flames. Fire 
fighters declared the whole. block | 
doomed. The mother, weakened by an 
all-night vigil at the child’s bedside, 
broke away from those who would 
have held her back because they could 
not understand from her incoherent 
cries that the child was left in the 
house, and, summoning the last ouncé 
of her strength, dashed in front of the 
wall of fire now roaring onward be- 
fore a mighty wind, gained entrance 
to her cottage, took the infant in her 
arms and disappeared. The few who 
witnessed the incident began search 
for her body after the fire had swept 
on, but she was not to be found at the 
time. Later in the foreffoon Mrs. Fa- 
vor was discovered by her frantic hus- 
band and a number of his friends. She 
was nursing the baby in a switch 
shanty. There is said tp be hope for 
th echilds recovery. 

Strange Scenes in Fire’s Wake. 

Strange scenes were enacted in the 
wake of the fire. Sunrise saw the 
stronger of the homeless wandering 
aimlessly about a charred ~ district. 
Blocks beyond them smoke: rolled to- 
ward the clouds and bursts of lurid 
flame sent their tongues upward. Per- 
sons from districts untouched by the 
fire would proffer assistance—food and 
shelter. The wanderers would.look up 
blankly and murmur something about 
furniture, trunks, suit cases, carpet 
bags, pet animals, chinaware or other 
portable belongings they thought they 
had saved “and put down somewhere 
around this block.” <A large heap of 
these things had been assembled else- 
where, and the losers would be led to 
it and given opportunity to identify 
their property., Pleeing from their 
homes before daylight, scores of them! 
had carried such things as they might, | 
but had incontinently deserted them 
at various points near the burned dis- 
trict. In many instances the property 
disappeared, although it is believed 
that articles lost in this.manner must 
have been dropped in thé path of the 
fire, because practically no vandalism 
occurred during the fire, according to 
police reports tonight, 

Found Refuge in Cave. 

Twelve families living in houses 
burned near the plant of the Houston 
Packing Company found a place of ref. 
uge provided Tor them by nature. As 
they emerged from their places of 
abode, scantily clad, to find the flames 
upon their Homes, one cool-headed 
workman gathered several about him 
and explained that he thought the 
fire had burned the whole town, and 
that the best thing to do under the 
circumstances was to seek seclusion in 
a cave, the existence of which he 
knew. His hearers eagérly assented, 
Others joined them and the man led 
the band of forty or mofe persons to 
an old cave in the bank of Buffalo

COTTON RAILLIED | 


AFTER REACTION 


Market Opened at Advance. 
Then Came Reaction. 
Closed Higher. 


~~, 


New York, February 21.—The cotton 
market was still less active today, and 
while an opening advance was follow- 
ei by rather a sharp reaction, the 
market firmed up again with the close 
very steady at a net advance of 5@10 
points. Sentiment appeared to be 
nervous and unsettled owing to uncer- 
tulimty over the British labor situa- 
tion and the disturbing influence of 
the disastrous fire at Houston, Texas, 
which, according to an official bulletin 
posted today on the cotton exchange, 
destroyeg between 50,000 and 60,000 
Dales of cotton in addition to much 
other property. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vVanee of 2@3 points and during the 
irst few minutes sold 6 to 14 points 
et higher, owing to better cables 
than expected by yesterday's late 
sellers, reports of bad weather in the 
scuth and rumors concerning the 
Houston fire. There seemed to be a 
w00g deal of cotton for sale on the 
advance of about 36 to 46 points from 
the recent low’ levels and the market 
during the middle of the morning 
eased off from the best, with trading 
very quiet. New Orleans, however, 
suddenly developed weakness and sent 
sclling orders here and the market 
Shertly after midday became rather 
more active with prices breaking 
sharply under« liquidation by early 
buyers. who were evidently disappoint- 
ed that the destruction of cotton by 
fire, both in Houston and Bombay, had 
not inapireq more covering of hedges 
or more aggressive bul! support. At a 
net loss.of about 6 points on old crop 
months there was a renewal of sup- 
port from trade interests, but the mar- 
ket later developed a decidedly firmer 
tune on covering for over the holiday 
tomorrow, when Liverpool will remain 
open. Closing prices were within 3 or 
4 points of the best. Cable advices 
indicated that about 30,000 bales of 
cotton were destroyed in the Bombay 
fire and it is naturally supposed that 
both the cotton burned abroad and 
that destroyed at Houston will be 
taken out of the world’s visible state: 
ment aS 800n as exact figures are ob- 
tainable. Private wires from the south 
were generally bullish, complaining 
of increasingly backward crop prepa- 
ration and reporting firm interior 
holders. 

Cotton spot closed quiet unchanged;

The business, 
while uch cess of the previous 
day, Sach ig exes volume and such 
activity as was shown was largely 
at expense of quoted values. Some of

This was inter- 
preted to mean a necessity for un- 
usual feeding to farm anima:s and im- 
plied, too, a check to country market- 
ing. 

Commission houses found themselves 
burdened with orders to buy and 
was with difficulty that shorts could 
eover. Krom start to finish no impor- 
tant reaction occurred and the close 
Vas steady at the top figures of the 
day. During the session May ranged 
from 67% to 68, with last sales %@%c 
net higher at 67% @68. 

Besides being influenced by thecorn 
bulge, wheat received strength from 
northwest advices that rural] receipts 
were at last beginning to dwindle.
